R A I L R O A D C U R V E S . 


City a Train Can hot Travel on a Straight 
Line Dotcn-Grade. 


“Y<m may live till the yellow dog 
fades from history, ” M id • conductor, 
as the train hummed along, “but youll 
never see a straight railroad down a 
steep h ill.” 


In nosivtfBffl up his oytl tlA» ifitonisli 
mefit. 
^IlyA ear fe llo d ^lft llelaiiued, 
staring at the conductor, “ I do not un- 
«h rstand what is to prevent a train 
from running straight dow'n-hill,” 
“Just this,” continued the conductor; 
“curves are necessary on a ven* heavy 
grade. 
Passengers 
are 
sometimes 
struck Avith the great number of curves 
on a road while it is up among the hills. 
They imagine the curves are m erely 
necessary because the road winds around 
the hills. 
This is only partly true. 
If tin* railroad were to cross directly at 
heavy grade it would still be necessary 
to have the curves, 
No train can go at 
a high rate of speed down a heavy grade 
on a straight track with safety. 
The 
explanation is simple. 
The tendency 
of any heavy body like a train is to 
move in a straight line, and the attrac­ 
tion of gravitation is not sufficient to 
overcome the tendency to shoot off 
where great speed or momentum has 
been 
obtained. 
Hence a train flying 
doAvn a straight track on a hillside, in­ 
stead of keeping the track, would shoot 
off on a tangent into space. 
“ The curve,” continued the wise man 
in 
the 
blue uniform, 
“ is one of the 
greatest safeguards in mountain en­ 
gineering. • This is 
particularly no­ 
ticeable in the case of a freight track. 
It very 
frequently 
happens that an 
engine, drawing a heavy freight train, 
can not stick close enough to the track, 
when going down a heavy grade, to 
control her speed. 
An engine going 
doAvn hill is really more helpless than, 
the same engine going up hill. 
T hat 
is, she can pull a greater weight up 
hill than she can hold back in going 
doAvn hill. 
It is a very common ex­ 
perience with engineers of 
freight 
engines to have their trains literally 
push them doAvn heavy grades at a high 
rate of speed. 
In such instances every 
urve is so mnch salvation at the cright 
time. 
The curve retards the speed and 
enables the Avheels of the flying train 
to get a firmer ‘purchase’ on the track. 
Railroading in the hills would be A'ery 
dangerous Avere it not for the curves 
sprinkled along at frequent intervals. 
“ On some railroads it is the custom 
to disconnect the lever from the driv- 
ing-rods when a passenger train is de­ 
scending a heavy grade that extends 
for many miles. 
The train is managed 
altogether by the air-brakes. 
Every~ 
curve acts as a brake on the speed, and 
in this way the train can swing along 
for hours with out attaining a too reck­ 
less speed, 
wit theli aid of the air­ 
brakes. ” 
Just then the train went around a 
curve and the curious passenger was 
throw'll to one side of the seat. 
“It’s a w'onder to m e,” he gasped, 
“ that these measly express trains don’t 
fly off the track in going around these 
heavy curves.” 
“ W ell sir,” said the conductor, “I ’ve 
been railroading for twenty-five years 
and I never yet knew or heard of a 
train jum ping the track on a curve. 
There isn’t the slightest danger on a 
graded curve, and hardty any on a flat 
curve. ”•— Neiv Y ork M ail a nil Express.

A t the conclusion of Conkling s speecn, 
J udge Lawrence charged the jury 
unm is­ 
takably in favor of the plaintiff. 
He in­ 
structed ths jury that the Western Union 
had no rig ht to take any property of the 
Bankers A: Merchants. 
They had no right 
to decide for themselves which 
of the wires 
belonged to them and which to the Hank­ 
ers & M erchants. 
In assuming to so decide 
they acted a t their peril. 
If the jury found 
that wires belonging to tbe Bankers 
& 
M erchants wore taken, the question 
was 
only w hat damages they should aw ard. If 
they found that the act was inspired by 
malice, they could add exem plary damage.

OUT I N THE MRSI I ES. 


It was like drifting « long the ahorea of 
the lotus-eaters’ land, ao deliciously aoft was 
the atmosphere and dreamy the landscape. 
Phe surroundings seemed to lack some of 
the qualities of reality, they were so pe­ 
culiar, and recalled a similarity to those 
dimly formed conceptions 
one receives 
when in a half doze into which real sounds 
and real subjects creep and conform them­ 
selves to the theme of the misty dream. 
Besides ourselves there was no animate ob­ 
ject in sight, nor tbeeign of a human babi 
tation. 
Far as the -eye could see there 
stretched away the vast expanse of sea 
marsh covered with -tall rusb like grasses, 
with here and there islands in a sea of ver­ 
dure, clumps of live oaks, called chenieres, 
rising in dark outlines against the distant 
horizon. 
The gulf -of Mexico washed the 
m ry roots of the reeds, and all along the 
coast made little indentations or bays into 
the edge of the luxuriant herbage. 
The 
water that seemed to glide under our keel 
without even a gurgle, was of light lilac, 
and the faint southeast wind was not suffi­ 
cient to break the perfect smoothness of its 
surface. 
In remarkable duplication the 
marsh grasses along the shore line were re­ 
flected in the water, and the lazy white 
clouds overhead were followed by sister 
argosies of like soft outline down in the 
watery empyrean that lay below. 
On our port bow, asleep in the noonday 
sun, its sands tremulous under the » ummer’i 
heat, lay Grand Terre, Lafltte’s island, 
where be and his feilow-smuggler* for years 
plied their profitable trad« 
Ahead and to 
starboard opened up Barataria bay. There 
was somnolence in the air, and as we looked 
out over the side of the little Italian lugger 
the perfect quiescence of the picture seemed 
to repress any desire to break the silence, 
even by a word. 
Far ashore across the 
marches hung a small cloud of smoke and 
dependent from it a dark gray gossamer 
film reaching to the earth like a strand of 
wool from the black fleece floating above. 
It marked the noonday meal preparing in 
some lone settler's but iu a distant chen- 
iere. 
The excursion was one of exploration in 
the inlets and bays lying along the coast of 
Louisiana to the westward of the mouth of 
the Mississippi river, and an artist and a 
journalist were the only voyagers. 
A lug­ 
ger such as brings most of the oysters to 
the New Orleans market was chartered for 
the cruise, and the twc navigators launched 
out with an ample supply of charts and

before sundown a shell bank was sighted on 
the starboard bow lying close to the edge 
of the marsh, and thriving on it a grove of 
stately live oaka 
It was proposed to camp 
here for the night, and so the helm was put 
up and a run mods for it. 
Approaching it 
one could hardly believe -that the grove had 
not been planted by man. 
The great trees 
formed three sides of a square about fifty 
yards across, with the waters of the bay for 
the front 
Clusters of oleander grew near 
the edge of the water, and the regularity of 
thetrese and the gradual slope of the shelly

Parisian publications. 
A steel engraving 
of Mebaonnier, another of Thiers aed a 
chromo of Victor Hugo adorned the walla 
Three handsome fowling pieces hung from 
their pegs, and looking out from a rough 
wood cabinet glistened an English made 
microscope. 
A cup or two of tea, his only beverage, 
seemed to lift the latch of his communica­ 
tiveness, and it was no* long before tbs 
party was immersed in a pleasant discus­ 
sion of Tyndall, Spencer, Comte and Fara­ 
day.It was a surprise to find n men possessed 
of so much erudition and enteral mental 
capacity living there alone Abe life of a her­ 
m it 
With tome hesitancy the question 
was put as to his reasons for thus voluntar­ 
ily placing himself oat of Ahv world, ae 
it were. 
A shadow seemed to pass aero« his face 
when the question was ashed, and his coun­ 
tenance gave evidence « 1 deep emotion. 
Taking from bis pocket paper and tobacco 
he rolled and lighted a cigarette, and puffed 
it some minutes in silence. 
His blue flannel 
shirt, which was unbuttoned, exposed a 
broad cbest and well developed, almost mas­ 
sive neck, on which his large and well- 
shaped head rested with .graceful poise. 
In 
marble the bust would have been not unlike 
that of some heroic Grecian warrior. 
Puffing slowly at his cigarette and toying 
with a favorite dog as he talked, he began, 
in a low voice, to tell something of his past 
history, exacting a promise, however, that 
nothing of it should be given to the public 
until after his death or his return to his for­ 
mer home.

The end came at 
last, and she was taken Ao Paris, where she 
was married to his rival. 
Embittered against the world he at once 
joined the army as a lieutenant of the For­ 
ty-third of the Une. 
Conservative in tem­ 
perament he was anything but a warm roy­ 
alist, and the success of his titled rival drove 
him into ultra democracy. 
He became a 
determined cnomy of rank, and bidded his 
time* to take revenge. 
Tbe war with Ger­ 
many broke out, and ¿he excitement of that 
bloody contest kept bis mind fully occupied. 
Disaster and defeat came and he found him­ 
self in Paris when it surrendered. 
Through all the vicissitudes of camp and 
field he had not for an instant forgotton his 
love, and wherever b o went made inquiries 
regarding the whereabouts of kthe count 
—and his wife, 
The commune came and, throwing down 
r.is sword he joined it and became one of its 
leaders. 
He sought every where for his 
rival who was reported to be in Paris, but 
failed to find him. 
He declined to speak of 
his participation in the terrible events of 
the commune. 
He was captured in 
a street 
assault and carried to jail, where, with 
thirteen others, he was sentennsd 
to be shot 
The night before tbe execution * Sister of 
Charity visited him. When alone in the cell 
with him she divulged her identity. 
True 
to her old love, his sweetheart of Alencon, 
at tbe hazard of exposure and disgrace, had 
resolved on his escape. 
She furnished him 
a disguise as a Carmelite nan, and after a 
daring passage between four inspectors of 
the prison, both succeeded in gaining the 
street 
Before parting promises were ex­ 
changed that if in the future she should 
ever become single she would let him know, 
and he would go to her, no matter where 
she might be. 
He thought America the 
safest refuge for himself, and iu two months 
reached Louisiana, where lie had relative« 
After his arrival he discovered that his rela­ 
tives had been ruined by the civil war, and 
be did not make himself known lest he 
should become, at least for a time, a burden 
to them. 
He had but little money, and re­ 
ceiving an offer from a fisherman to assist 
him on his little vessel he accepted the 
proffer. 
Tbe sight of these weird bays and 
lonely inlets bad resolved him to seek here 
a dwelling-place: and after purchasing a 
small boat, partly on credit, he had built 
this cabin and devoted himself to shrimp 
fishing, at which he made a fair living. His 
means permitted him to enjoy the late 
magazines, and when 1m could afford it he 
purchased some scientific work with which 
to keep up his studies. 
A friend in Paris, 
the only person in France who knew his 
whereabouts, sent him newspapers and kept 
him posted about the career of tbe man 
who had wrecked his happiness. 
He would 
live out here alone until some message from 
across the sea came to him. 
There was a charming frankness in the 
manner in which he told his story. 
Al­ 
though now and then be showed evidences 
of deep suffering, yet he endeavored to hide 
it by a superhuman effort, and with a pleas­ 
ant smile, tinged, It is true, with sadness, he 
would divert the attention and pass on to 
another portion of his narrative. 
It wa s nea rly midnight when, wea ried 
with the lo ng da y ’s sa il a nd dro wsy 
from 
the effects o f tbs gulf breeze, the party 
cra wled a a der their thick mo squito 
ban, 
a nd so ea a ll wsse a sleep. 
Da y wa s jo st brea king a cro ss the lo ne- 
eo me ma rshes when the ex ile a wa kened the 


sleepers and prese.it d each with a steami. ig 
cup of black coffee 
He appeared mucb 
gayer than the evening beloru, and Í.» a 
jovial manner remarked that be had had 
a 
curious dream which augured a brighter fu­ 
ture, and besides this, he had discovered 
near the shell bank a species of water plant 
hitherto unknown. 
With such good luc* 
since his visitors arrived he 
urged a pro­ 
longation of their stay. 
Time would not permit, however, an 1 to 
the fresh morning breeze tbe lugger s sad 
was hoisted, and in 
a few minutes the little 
hut was hidden by tho sedge graesee of the 
marsh, and the waving hat of it« 
occupant 
Ootrld not longer be distinguished in the dj 
tanoe. 
This winter an oysterman brought to the 
city the Intelligence that a short time after 
he had delivered a letter to “French Joe,1’ 
as the exile was called, tho cabin was found 
deserted and the shell bank of Barataria 
bay has not known him stoca— Chas.

Here we are face to face with tho ugliest 
truth in the United States. 
Twenty-five of 
these boys are only IT years old 
As be­ 
fore state 1, there are many others much 
younger. 
I find here in this prison forty- 
live boys who are not yet quite 20 years old; 
all native born, ail handsome, healthy, utid 
finely-educated lads, as a rula 
They do not seem to be vicious, 
in fact, 
the record of their Crimea show that they 
were good-natured petty burglars, hanging 
about the cities, and not given to bloody 
deeds at all 
But not one of them had 
ever done an honest day’s work until here. 
They are mostly employed in the juto fac­ 
tory along with the Chinamen. 
The Chi­ 
nese are placed there because they are, as a 
rule, more skillful than white men. 
Then 
the boys are put th-*re because they 
w i.l 
thus be shut off from tbe older criminals to 
a great extent. 
All w ho work in this w o n ­ 
derful factory, which is going to be prodn - 
tive of mucb good to both state and cit; 
zen—giving tbe farmers cheap bags 
lo r 
grain,—receive some extra pay, and so will 
not leave the prison penniless. 
But at the very best the outlook for these 
hundreds of boy convicts is grim indeed. 
The outlook for the state of California is 
still worse. 
And if, as has been said before, 
California is the focus and emphasized ex­ 
pression of the United States in advance, 
what sad things are to be prophesised of opr 
coming generation all over the land! 
1 call 
the attention of the country to this condition 
of things out here, and point out that em­ 
ployment might be found by many a good 
philanthropist in looking after the youug 
men in the cities east by compelling them to 
go to work. 
The problem is not so much 
concerning those who are in the prisons 
now as those on their way there. 
CONVERSATION WITH HOY CONVICTS. 
“What are you here for, my sou I” 
“Burglary.” 
The boy, a pale blonde, did not lift his 
eyes. 
He wa#sitting at dinner along with 
ail the others in a remote corner of a vast 
dining hall with its 1,300 guests. 
Far away 
in another remote corner sat tho 200 China 
men, all silently eating by themselves. The 
colored people also were in a group to­ 
gether. 
The Indians tit in almost any­ 
where. 
“Burglaryl first time, I hope. ” 
“First and last, sir; can’t you get me out 
o’ here in 
The pale little fellow hardly lifted his 
voice at all, and he declined to lift his eyes 
in the least, but kept stirring his soup iu a 
noiseless and nervous fashion, as if his 
thoughts were far away. 
' Will you tell me why such a fine lad is 
here#1’ 
“They won’t let me talk, sir; and so you 
see I can’t tell you. 
But won’t you please 
get me out?” 
“Yes, they will let you talk. They let me 
wander all about and talk with whom 1 
please, and I want to talk with you.” 
“Guess I’d better not talk much; but oh, 
gosh, I wish you’d get me out o’ here. ” And 
tbe boy went on stirring his soup. 
And as 
he did not lift his eyes or say more I passed 
on around to a full-faced and black-haired 
lad whose eyee were everywhere. “Burglary! 
That’s me. 
Becond offense; sorry; you bet! 
and won’t never do so again. 
You see, 1 
knew just what you wanU to ask; and an­ 
swer in advance to save you troubla Now, 
won’t you please try and get me outi” 
The hardened little oonvlct poked his fel­ 
low-prisoner with his elbow, and they both 
giggled as they bent their heads to their 
tin soup-plate« 
But the fact is you get but little infor­ 
mation from these lad« 
They put on a sort 
of banter and air of defiance the minute you 
approach them, and lie right along to keep 
up their courage and show of hardihood. 
I 
was told by one of the dfllcers that this same 
boy spent a good deal of his time in tear« . 
And I am bound to admit that, personally 
and directly, I did not get much light on 
the subject of inquiry from any one of these 
two hundred boys at Ban Quentin. 
But my 
old-time friend Gen. Barnes, one of tbe 
eminent lawyers of San Francisco, spent 
weeks where 1 have only spent days in this 
investigation, and he tells me, as he has told 
the public oftentimes in his lectures on this 
subject, that them boys are in the state’s 
prison because the commonwealth permits 
them no other place—because they are not 
permitted to work elaqwhere. 
IT 18 PARTLY THKIR OWN FAULT. 
Gen. Barnes boldly testifies that these 
boys have not been permitted to learn 
trades. 
He had the present apprentice law 
of California placed on the statute books. 
But he says that the custom of bringing 
skilled workmen from Europe has shut up 
every possible avenue or opening for tbe 
Americana 
These men from abroad, he 
says, are better skilled than the American 
is willing to make himself. 
And so he can 
get employment while the native Californian 
must starve or turn to crime for bread. 
Yea , it is to be a dmitted tha t it is pa rtly 
the America ns’ o wn fa ult. 
Fo r them bo y s, 
ev ery o ne o f them, o ught to be still under 
the ma ster’s co ntro l, a nd still lea rning 
tra de« In fa ct, so ma o f them a re ev en to o 
y o ung to beco me a pprentice« 
So y o u a m 
tbe best la w In the la nd tha t co uld be de­ 
v ised co uld no t sa v e, o r o v o n help, so me o f 
them. 
And so we must go still fa rther ba ck 


and deeper down to. 
juvenile depravity. 
For my own part I never com# full fa e 
before any of them terrible problems of life 
without being more and mors persuaded of 
the wisdom and forethought of our fathers, 
and tbe divine wisdom of holy writ “In the 
sweat of thy face shalt thou sat bread all 
the days of thy Ufa” There is mors good, 
and a Digger and better lesson in this one- 
half line of the Bible, “Spare the rod and 
spoil the child,” than all the books that have 
been written in America. 
“What in tho world is tbs matter with 
your young men of California?” I asked of 
the famous and much-loved bishop the other 
day. 
“Liberty,” was the laconic answer. 
Then 
tbe bishop took off his spectacles and wiped 
them slowly with his large white silk hand­ 
kerchief. 
And as he looked seriously at the 
lire he said: “Yes, sir, liberty; leisure! 
A 
man can no longer correct his child without 
being reported; society interfere« 
They 
would have taken the side of Absolom 
against David. 
Men have become wiser 
than the Bible with all ite record of experi­ 
ence in human natura 
No man can put 
his children out to work without the inter­ 
ference of othera 
No man can go to work 
himself without the interference of 
a lot of 
stranger« 
1 tell you the world is crazy 
with its prosperity, progress and bountiful 
harvest« 
The bead of a family is no longer 
the head.
